— The following bye-laws for regulating the inspection and the 
giving of copies of Cantonment records and documents in the Cantonment of 
Aurangabad, made by the Cantonment Board, Aurangabad, in exercise of the 
powers conferred bv clause (39) of section 282 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (II 
of 1924), are published for general information, the same having been previously 
published, and approved and confirmed bv the Central Government as required 
by sub-section (1) of section 284 of the said Act, namely: — 

BYE-LAWS FOR REGULATING THE INSPECTION AND THE GIVING OF 
COPIES OF CANTONMENT RECORDS AND DOCUMENTS 

1. Except as otherwise provided by or under the Cantonments Act, 1924 (II of 
1924), or by any other law in force, or as hereunder, no copy of, or extract from 
any register, book, accounts, record or documents belonging to or in the possession 
of the Cantonment Board, shall be given nor shall inspection of any such register, 
book, accounts, record or document be granted to any person without the previous 
sanction in writing of the President, Cantonment Board. 

2 Except as aforesaid, every person wishing to inspect such record or document 
or obtain anv copy thereof or extract therefrom shall apply, in writing in the 
form annexed to these bve-lnws, to the President, Cantonment Board, stating 
ciearly and correctly the description of such record, or document, 
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3. No permission shall be given for the inspection of any correspondence 
between the Board and the Central or State Government or any Officer of the 
said Government, or of any other document, the inspection of which is, in the 
opinion of the President, Cantonment Board, detrimental to the interests of the 
Board or of the Government or to which the party applying is not entitled to, nor 
shall copies of or extracts from any such correspondence or documents be supplied. 

4. No copy shall be granted of a record, map or plan which has been printed 
or lithographed and published under the authority of the Government or India 
and is for sale to the general public. 

6. No extract from a document shall be given which when read apart from 
the whole is capable of misrepresenting the purport, sense or any final order- 
passed by the Board or any Officer. 

6. The following fees shall be charged and credited in advance to the Canton- 
ment Fund: — 

(I) For inspection of any document or record other than a Minute Book or, 

Assessment List — One rupee per hour or part thereof. 

For a certified true copy of one entry from the Assessment List— Rupee 
one per entry. 

(II) For search of the Index file register for the purpose of finding or tracing 

any document— One rupee for each year’s Index file register which has 
to be searched. 

(iii) (a) For copying or making extracts from any documents or office 
record — Rupee one per hundred words or part thereof. 

(b) If the original is in the tabular form — double the rate charged for 
(a). 

(lv) For a certified copy of Map or Plan or any portion of a map or plan of 
any immovable property bearing a separate survey number — such fees 
not exceeding fifteen rupees and not less than two rupees as the 
President, Cantonment Board may determine. 

(v) For supplying a certified copy of birth or death entry — Rupee one. 

(vi) For the supply of an extract from a property or Building register of 
sites and transfers — Two rupees and eight annas. 

(vil) For the supply of duplicate copy of a licence — eight annas. 

(vlii) For attesting a copy of document — eight annas. 

(lx) For the supply of any other document not covered by the above — One 
rupee per page or part of page of the register, as the case may be. 

(x) For supply of Nerrick Rate — Four annaa: 

Provided that the District Sailors’, Soldiers' and Airmen’s Board shall not be 
charged fees for obtaining extracts from Cantonment Birth and Death Registers 
maintained by the Cantonment Board when such entries are required for official 
purpose: 

Provided further that no certified copy of any such document or record or any 
extract therefrom shall be issued to any person except on such paper as is pre- 

f iaid with the amount of duty chargeable under article 24 of Schedule I to the 
ndian Stamp Act, 1899 (II of 1899). 

Note. — (1) When an application is made for urgent copies, these if supplied 
within three days from the date of receipt of the application will be charged for 
at double the rate prescribed under bye-law 6, 

(2) No permission for inspection or for copy or extract will be granted unless 
payment is received in advance,
